This witness reported tha t he was 
on his way to M assillon, the night of 
the murder when he m et Mazer near 
th M ellett home.

confessed McDermott and a stra nger 
were with Mazer and their car was 
driv en by another man whose name 
wras mentioned during the ea rly inv es­ 
tiga tions, the witness said.

turning shortly before the murder, he 
said, he found the same men still were 
in the v icinity .

Mr. Collins giv es the following funda­ 
mental facts regarding the church sit­ 
uation in A m e r ic a : 
There 
are

200,000 
churches in the I Tilted States. 
They 
; belong to 200 different denominations 
I and faiths. 
They 
rep resent

inv estment 
of 
$3,000,000,000. They cost $300.0009 9 00 
a y ear to maintain. 
They p ay no tax es to the community . 
They p ay their ministers an av erage 
wage of only $8 0o a y ear. 
They sp end 
| less than 50 cents p er y ear p er child 
| on religious education. 
The majority of them op en their 
j doors only three times a week for re­ 
ligious serv ices. 


Builde rs Now Dead. 


Most of them were erected by p eo- ! 
I p ie now dead. 
Many of them are 
I maintained by 
funds bequeathed by 
the dead. 
Most of them were erected when 
the v illage, not the town or city , was 
the unit of national life.

slows up the lift and thereby causes 
poor plowing. 
A hitch which is too 
low causes the plow to run “on its 
nose, ’ and creates unnecessary wear 
on the share, Increasing draft and do­ 
ing poor work.

Protection for Bees in 
Winter Very Important 
On many farms where a few stands 
of bees are kept to furnish a home 
supply of honey, considerable losses 
are experienced 
during 
the 
winter 
months on account of failure to under­ 
stand the habits of this insect. 
When 
going by a hive of bees in the winter 
time we often note the incessant hum­ 
ming and buzzing of the bees. 
The 
colder it is the faster they hum. They 
do fhis in order to keep up the tem­ 
perature 
sufficiently 
to 
keep 
them 
alive. 
The harder they have to work 
the more likely they are to exhaust 
their vitality and he unable to gather 
honey the following summer. 
W i n d ­ 
breaks around the hives, together with 
other protection in the way of making 
the hive close and free from all drafts, 
will pay back returns. 


Recommend That Mash 
Be Handy at All Times 
In addition to the scratch grain and 
the green feed, it Is recommended 
that a mash be kept before the birds 
at all times.

Despite the oft-repeated warnings 
about tbe dangers of crossing railroad 
track s, thousands of people are k illed 
and injured every year in automobile 
accidents 
at 
grade 
crossings, 
says 
r. E. Pettibone, vice president of th^ 
National Safety council. 
It is advisable never to cross a rail­ 
road track In high gear. 
Many acci­ 
dents happen 
because cars become 
stalled while on the track . 
It is safer 
to shift into Intermediate or low gear 
a reasonable distance before crossing 
a track . 
If your view is obstructed, or if re­ 
quired by law, come to a full stop be­ 
fore crossing; otherwise slow down 
to 15 miles per hour. 
All crossings require your careful 
attention, whether guarded or not; 
crossing bells are sometimes out of 
order; watchmen or gate operators 
may be off duty. 
Be especially careful at crossings 
where there is more than one track . 
Do not cross directly behind a train 
that has just gone by. 
Another train 
may be coming in the opposite direc­ 
tion on the next track . 
A train running 40 miles an hour 
goes 59 feet in one second and cannot 
be stopped in less than about one- 
quarter of a mile. An automobile run­ 
ning 25 miles an hour can be stopped 
in 58 feet.
